It has come to our attention that many of you members have 
heard through ruuwors that dissension was prevailing to great heights 
among the NRC Officers. Without actually Knowing the full facts I can 
reclize where dissension might be the proper term. However with the 
full. imowledge at hand I believe the proper term would be a difference 
of interpretation of an NRC By-Law, namely Article 1. 


At the 1957 annual NRC Convention held in Ponca City, there 
were only 5 members of the Board Present. Many items were discussed and 
one of them was the deletion of DX Down The bial because it seemed that 
this column was not worth its while mahtniy hecause it lacked the real. 
purpose for which it hat been instituted, that is for the reelly hot & 
inportent tips that would be helpful to the members, items that had they 
been stuck away in a regular musings report might have been passed over, 
However no #ditor should be held responsible because such items are not 
received by him, this part is strictly up to the entire membership which 
I am sure could furnish such very useful data and information. Utilitics 
Unlimited wes also discussed at length by the 5 Board members attending 
the convention. The result was that after the convention the entire Ji, 

card members were contacted in regard to deletion of DA Lown The Dial, 
This metion was defeated but tne majority of the board members comment- 
ed in regarc to dropping Utilities Unlimited. The result was that your 
Beard Chairman wrote the editor of DX “own the Dial informing him of 

the comment on Utilities Unlimited and pointec out that this was in vio- 
lation cf Article ] beceuse it dealt with frequencies outsice the broad- 
cast band as outlined in Article J. (535-1605 kes) anc to delete that 
part of his column. The ecitor cid not reply but insetad published an 
item ‘entitled "Utilities Unlimited Deletion???". 

This prompted me to contact your Board Chairman with definite 
items to be presented to the Board for their ecticn. The result was the 
couse for ycur President and ixecutive Secretary in the taking over the 
governing of the NRC tempon arily after the submitted resignations cf 
your Board Chairiian and Vice Chairman. Both were tnen informed that: 
their resignations would not be acted upon until later. Buring the time 
your President and txec Sec governed the Club very much correspondance 
was going back ana forth trying to clear up and bring about an under- 
standing of the entire situation. Finally on April 5 1958 the govern-— 
ing of the NRC was turned back to the original Soard of Directors uncer 
a temporary set up until a new set of By-Laws can be crawn up, or the 
present ones revised and adopted, Under the present temporary set up 
the governing of the club has been placed in 2 sections. First an Brecu- 
tive branch anc Second an Legislative branch. This temporary plan was 
approvec by the Doarc, by the necessary majority. 


It hed been hopec that in the May 1958 issue a complete re- 
lease to you members would be published. After much ciscussion between 
ycur President and Sxecutive Secretary the above was not cone for the 
following reasons, “first, It would consume just toc much typing in or- 
der to give you all the information and Cata that woulc be necessary to 
give you everything necessary in order to clearly understand everything 
that hac taken place. Further it cculd be said thet we omittec things 
un crder to make our doings look good along with hurting those effected. 
Further Wagner has his cutside work to get finishec anc it nas to be 
Gone at present in oréer to insure him of some reé-embursement later. 


This brought about the following sclutiocn. All information & 
data pertaining to what has transpired will be on hané. at the annual 
3958 NRC convention at Findlay and wil]. be open for inspecticn to any 
member interested, It is hopecd that a genera]. meeting can be had as it 
is believed that a big majority of Board Members will be present along 
with a geodly number of you members. Both Wagner enc myself will gladiy 
answer, anything put to us and both of us gladly will account for any ac- 
tions we took anc will. assume full responsibility for them. (turn over)
